Sugar 


NKWSPAPKB BTJLLTIN No. 1. 


The U. 8. Department of Agriculture 
is jmt issued Bulletin No. 32, Division 


of Chemistry, upon tbe sugar beet experi- 
ments in 1891. From this work we copy 
>be following results »f analysis and com- 
ments upon sugar beets grown in Nevada, 
and analyzed by Dr. H. W. Wiley, Chemist 
o the Department of Agriculture: 


while it is growing. Therefore, in order to 
produce even 240 feet of tbe coal forming 
vegetation the surface of tbe swamp water 
would necessarily have to gradually rise 
at least fifty feet, as tbe vegetable decay 
would aocamnlate, otherwise the vegetation 
would soon be high and dry above the 
water, where it would not grow. 


It would not do to say that thU vegeta- 


tion began to grow and accumulate at the 
bottom of a lake fifty feet deep, gradually 
filling up tbe lake with the vegetable re- 
mains, for that class of vegetation will not 
grow in snob a lake.

ooal. 


Ibis is positive evidence, irrefutable, 


that instead of coal being formed of vege- 
ation in a swamp it fell aa cosmical dust, 
Tbe heavier forms would settle quickly in 
dsep waters, and therefore we have tbe 


ard coal with but little ash or dirt in it. 


The lighter forma wonld float longer, settle 
lower, reach the shallow waters near tbe 
bore and poatain more dirt than tbe au- 
hraoite or ba»d ao%\.

by a union of sulphur and iron, and 
which, both being minerals, must have 
iad tbe same common origin as tbe other 
minerals oj tbe earth. 


Astronomer! say that in the nebulous era 


of the earth there was a coming together 
of matter frcm space, and iron, sulphur, 
silver, go!4, oarbon and other minerals 
and metals must have been amosg the 
original materials that compose the earth. 


If. this sulphur and pyrltea of iron nec- 


essarily were original materials, how came 
they in tbe ooal if tbe latter wa» formed of 
vegetation? 


Astronomers are no doubt correct as to 


the matter of the earth being eondensa 
lions from space, bat they are probably in 
error as to this matter having fallen to 
gether suddenly, and it is more reasonable

An Ancient Tragedy. 


Studentaof natural history are tuuch 


tatoresi^d in, tb,e tecent dihchyjery in 
New Zealand of an extensive deposit of 
the remains of thegi{;.intic extinct birda 
"called uu»is.

The discovery was made in glowing 


throngb a slight deprcisRion iu' a field 
where a bog containing several springe 
had evidently once existed. Here, bnried~ 
ia a deposit of peat, at depths of three 
or four feet, the skeletons of 800 or 850 
moos were found packed and inter- 
twined together iu a remarkable man- 
ner.It was evident that these great birds, 
which were much larger than the mod- 
ern ostrich, varying in height from ten 
to fourteen feet, had perished there by 
wholesale. 
An enormous quantity of 


smooth quartz pebbles, which they had 
carried in their orops, was found with 
the skeletons. There were also found 
the remains of extinct species t/i other 
large birds. 


Vai'ious explanations have been sug- 


gested to account for the destruction of 
such an army of powerful birds. One 
theory is that they were overwhelmed 
by a great storm, and that their remains 
were heaped together by the combined 
action of wind and water. 


What renders the question still more 


puzzling is the fact that collections of 
moa skeletons, mingled with those of 
other giant birds, have been fotind in 
similar sittiations elsewhere in Now Zea- 
land. 
Students of geology are aware that 


evidence is sometimes found in the rocks 
of the sudden destruction of great num- 
bers of animals that formerly existed on 
the earth, and the resemblance of such 
cases to this of the Now Zealand moas 
is interesting.—Youth's Companion.
